On the hull side there are specu- 
lators with millions of money made In 
the last- advance and in stocks ;n 
>re holding-' the December, also a 
big line of May. For tho present tho 
play Is In December.

Light Stocks of 'Contract.

Wheat on an Importing Basis. 


There is ono -new thing that the 


wheat trader Is confronted with. This 
may assume proportions that» might 
make It dangerous for the bull and at 
the. «ame 'i-nji.'irnv/^ioter.r.i'ng for 


tne-specaiativo aim -milling T.rte'restB, 
both In tho United States and tho 
United Kingdom. The latter Is the 
largest buyer of Manitoba spring 
wheat: With tho United States on an 
Import basis for Manitoba wheat, with 
a duty of 2Gc a bushel, there Is 10,000,- 
000 to 20,000,000 bushels that might 
be brouglit in to help out In case of 
emergency. 
At tho samo tlmo the 


question Is, Will the Englishman al- 
low Manitoba wheat'to get away. So 
far this season they hnvo not been 
urgent buyers. Their attitude In the 
future Is dependent upon the outcome 
of the Australian and Argentine crops/ 
The. farmer has been benefited In the 
past- ten days by rain, but supplies 
there nro not expected to equal the 
past year's big run. 


- Argentine Acreage Larger. 


In Argentina there Is an Increase.of 


20 per cent over tho acicago of last 
year. Harvest is two months nwny. 
There will be crop scares there, as 
there always is, and some parts of 
that country nro now having frosts, 
but tho news Is Indefinite as to what 
effect It will ha'vo on wheat. 
The 


weather conditions will ho the factor 
In mdklng their crop. A wet harvest 
Is more disastrous there than In any 
other country, owing to tho crude 
method of handling. A material cur- 
tailment in tho yield will change the 
complexion of the European consum- 
ing markets, and may rouse them to 
buying wherever they can got supplies. 
What tho prices will be then no one 
can.tell. . . . 
World's Supplies 'Exceed Last Year's. 
. There.is^no actual.scarcity oTwheat 
tho world over. 
Supplies Oct. 1 In 


Europe, Argentina, afloat and In Amer- 
ica werolDC.8C9.000 bushels, or 10)000.- 
DOo bushels'more than last year. The 
Increase In September was 31,892,000 
bushclH, or about C.0011,000 bushels less 
than tho accumulation In the same 
tlmo last year. This Is remarkable 
when It is connldered that prices were 
Stic higher than a-year ago. 
The 


pressure of actual wheat on tho mar- 
ket IB growing less as the marketing 
!» decreasing. In the southwest over 
50 per cent of tho winter wheat has 
been marketed. In tho northwest tho

EIGHT DEAD, SEVEN HURT 


IN BIG TENEMENT FIRE 


Flames In F'lve-Story Building Result 


In Loss of Life Before Firemen 


• Have Chance to Rescue.

lost their HVcs and seven were fatally 
Injured as the result of a lire In a five- 
story tenement at 13 and 17 Moore 
etrcel.

Three alarms were turned In by the 


flre department and three ambulance 
calls followed.

Tbrce^ children of the Bllloskl family 
Jay dead on the floor, burned beyond 
recognition. The eldest was 5 years 
and tho youngest It months. 


In the hallway the firemen stum- 


bled over tho charred body of a wom- 
an, evidently Mrs. Bllloski, and that 
ot a girl of 14 years. Both had been 
cut off from escape by the rapid 
Gprend of the flames. 


The •nnshlldc family, seven In all. 


were unconscious in thelf beds. All 
were sent to tho hospital, where sur- 
geons said there was slim chance of 
their recovery.

MR. ROOSEVELT ORDERS 


INSPECTORS TO LEAVE 


President Take's Prompt Action When 


Report of Slocurti Commission Is 


Laid Before Him. 


Washington, Oct. 17.—President 


Roosevelt has taken prompt action In 
connection with the report of the com- 
mission appointed to Inquire Into the 
burning of the excursion steamer Gen- 
eral Slocum -In Now York sound In 
June last, when hundreds lost their 
lives. In a letter to Secretary Metcalf 
of the department of commerce and!
